Over a period of time, the Supreme Court of the 
nited States has handed down a-series of decisions 
hich require that states reapportion their legislatures 
1 the basis of population only. These are commonly 
ieee to as the “one-man, one-vote” decisions. The 
esult has been a long and intense controversy which is 
iy from ended. 


It has been common for states to establish the legisla- 
ures on a basis comparable to that of Congress. One 
rouse is apportioned on population; the other on geo- 

raphical and political considerations as well as popu- 
ation, The Supreme Court dictum has thrown this old 
md established system out. And the result has been a 
arge and growing movement to restore the right of the 
states to constitute their legislatures as their people may 
desire. 

At the last. session of Congress, a constitutional 
amendment, usually referred to as the Dirksen Amend- 
ment. was offered in the Senate. Its purpose is “ . . 
to preserve to the people of cach State power to deter- 
mine the composition of its legislature and the appor- 
Hea of the membership thereof in accordance with 
law and the provisions of the Constitution of the United 
States.” There were 57 yea votes as against only 39 
navs. However, the Amendment was rejected, because 
the necessary two-thirds -majority was not obtained. 
However, as Senator Dirksen has said, “The final chap-
